Suitability  — the  keynote  of  artistic  decoration  finds  its  truest 
expression  in  enamel  decoration  — for  the  ballroom  or  drawing 
room,  the  living  room  and  sleeping  room  — and  also  for  the 
bath  and  kitchen  where  cleanliness  and  durability  are  demanded 
to  the  utmost. 

But  the  beauty,  elegance,  optimism,  economy  and  enduring 
satisfaction  of  enamel  decoration  demands  perfection  in  the 
mirror-smooth,  unblemished  enamel  surface.  Anything  less  than 
perfection  is  failure. 
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This  means  the  strict  use  of  highest  grade  enamel  — Pitcairn 
Banzai  Enamel. 

This  enamel  “flows  like  carriage  varnish.”  It  shows  no  laps  or 
brush  marks  — which  means  that  the  decorator  will  easily 
achieve  the  immaculate  surface  which  is  the  beauty  of  enamel 
decoration.  This  distinctive  flowing  quality  is  your  safety  factor 
against  any  compromise  of  unblemished  perfection. 

Pitcairn  Banzai  Enamel  is  so  elastic  that  you  may  dent  the 
finished  wood  with  a hammer  without  fracturing  the  enamel. 
You  may  freeze  an  enameled  wood  panel  in  a solid  cake  of  ice 
and  melt  it  out  again  without  harming  the  enamel. 

1 his  remarkable  elasticity  means  an  incalculable  durability  in 
the  decoration  of  an  interior,  no  matter  in  what  climate  or  what 
the  heating  system. 

This  durability  extends  the  economical  use  of  Banzai  Enamel 
to  commercial  interiors,  such  as  bakeries,  markets,  ice  cream 
factories,  florists,  retail  stores,  etc.,  including  the  cabins  of  yachts, 
and  also  yacht  freeboards  where  it  is  subjected  to  the  wash  of 
the  waves.  Such  extreme  durability  encourages  its  use  for 
porches  and  entrances  of  residences. 

Pitcairn  Banzai  Enamel  may  be  tinted  as  desired  — may  be 
used  on  wood,  stone,  plaster,  cement  and  metal  interior  or  exterior. 

Not  only  is  it  the  most  immaculate  of  enamels,  but  because  of 
durability,  spreading  quality  and  its  easy  working  quality,  it  is 
the  most  economical  of  enamels  in  square-yard  cost.

Eggshell  or  Gloss  Finish  .Woodwork) 

Open-grained  woods,  such  as  oak,  ash,  etc., 
should  first  be  filled  with  a good  paste  filler  — close- 
grained  woods,  such  as  maple,  birch,  cypress,  gum- 
wood,  whitewood,  redwood,  poplar,  etc.,  should  first 
be  carefully  sandpapered  with  fine  sandpaper,  and 
all  knots  and  sappy  places  given  a coat  of  Shellac 
Varnish. 

Georgia  pine,  yellow  pine,  cypress,  and  all  similar 
sappy  woods  should  be  sanded  and  coated  with 
Tector  or  Orange  Shellac. 

Then  properly  prepare  the  surfaces  with  flat 
white  undercoats.  We  suggest: 

First  Coat  — Banzai  Undercoat  — Use  as  it 
comes  in  can,  allowing  twenty-four  hours  between 
coats. 

Second  Coat  — Banzai  Undercoat  — Use  as  it 
comes  in  can,  allowing  twenty-four  hours  between 
coats. 

Sandpaper  last  undercoat  before  applying 
Enamel. 

Third  Coat — Use  a combination  of  two-thirds 
of  Banzai  Enamel,  one-third  of  Banzai  Under- 
coat. 

Fourth  Coat  — Flow  on  enamel  as  it  comes  in 
can. 

If  an  extra  fine  finish  is  desired  rub  last  coat  of 
Enamel  after  three  days  and  flow  on  another  coat. 

Note  — Allow  plenty  of  time  between  coats  for 
drying  and  hardening. 

Gloss  White  should  be  sanded  lightly  between 

coats. 

In  applying  Eggshell  Enamel,  avoid  retouching 
places  which  have  already  set  or  flattened.  .Eggshell 
Enamel  should  not  be  rubbed  out,  but  flowed  on 
freely. 


Remove  all  loose  or  scaly  paint.  I hose  spots 
where  paint  has  scaled  off,  should  be  given  one  coat 
of  Tector  and  one  or  more  coats  of  Banzai  Undercoat 
and  built  up  to  surface.  Rough  places  should  be 
carefully  smoothed  with  fine  sandpaper. 

For  three-coat  job  apply: 

First  Coat  Banzai  Undercoat. 

Second  and  Third  Coats  — Apply  a flowing  coat 
of  Enamel  as  it  comes  in  can. 

If  old  paint  on  surface  is  dark  in  color,  or  in  poor 
condition,  apply  two  Flat  Undercoats  and  two  coats 
of  Enamel. 

Note — Allow  plenty  of  time  for  drying  and  hard- 
ening between  coats. 

Gloss  White  should  be  sandpapered  lightly  be- 
tween coats 

In  applying  Eggshell  Enamel,  avoid  retouching 
places  which  have  already  set  or  flattened.  Eggshell 
Enamel  should  not  be  rubbed  out.  but  flowed  on 
freely. 

Metal  Walls  and  Ceilings 

Prepare  the  surface  with  flat  white  undercoats  in 
the  usual  manner.  We  suggest: 

First  Coat — Tector. 

Second  Coat  — Banzai  Undercoat. 

Third  Coat  — A combination  of  two-thirds 
Banzai  Enamel,  one-third  Banzai  Undercoat. 

Fourth  Coat  — Apply  a flowing  coat  of  Banzai 
Enamel,  as  it  comes  in  the  can. 

A denser  white  finish  may  be  had  by  applying  a 
second  flat  undercoat. 

Galvanized  Iron  and  Zinc  Surfaces 


Old  Work — Previously  Painted. 

Walls,  Woodwork,  Chairs,  Wood 
and  Iron  Beds,  Etc. 

Surfaces  which  have  previously  been  painted, 
should  be  thoroughly  washed  with  a weak  solution 
of  ammonia  water,  and  rinsed  carefully  with  cold 
water.  Be  sure  that  all  grease  and  dirt  are  carefully 
removed. 


In  finishing  galvanized  iron  or  zinc  surfaces,  they 
should  be  first  carefully  washed  with  benzine  or 
turpentine,  and,  if  necessary,  a weak  alcohol  solu- 
tion, to  remove  all, greases  and  oils. 

Apply  first  coat  Tector. 

Second  Coat  — Banzai  Undercoat. 

Third  Coat  — One-half  Banzai  Enamel,  one- 
half  Banzai  Undercoat. 

Fourth  Coat  — Banzai  Enamel  flowed  on. 
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GLOSS  WHITE 


No/e — Allow  plenty  of  time  between  coats  for 
drying  and  hardening.  Gloss  White  should  be  sanded 
lightly  between  coats.

PJastered  Walls  — New  or  Unpainted 

Cut  out  all  cracks  and  fill  with  new  plaster. 
Give  the  walls  one  coat  of  Tector,  which  will  stop 
suction,  and  furnish  a perfect  foundation  for  succeed- 
ing coats.  We  recommend  the  following: 

First  Coat — Tector. 

Second  and  Third  Coats  Banzai  Undercoat. 

Fourth  Coat — One-half  Banzai  Enamel,  one 
half  Banzai  Undercoat. 

Fifth  Coat  — Banzai  Enamel  flowed  on. 

Note  — Allow  sufficient  time  for  drying  and  hard- 
ening between  coats. 

Gloss  White  should  be  sanded  lightly  between 
coats.  » 

In  applying  Eggshell  Enamel,  avoid  retouching 
places  which  have  already  set  or  flattened.  Eggshell 
Enamel  should  not  be  rubbed  out.  but  flowed  on 
freely. 


swimming  and  Water  tanks 

Concrete.  Cement  or  Brick 

Cement  or  Concrete  should  age  for  at  least  thirty 
days  before  paint  is  applied.  Prepare  the  surface  to 
be  enameled  with  two  coats  of  "Cementhide." 

Third  and  Fourth  Coats— Banzai  Interior 
Enamel  Gloss  flowed  on  as  it  comes  in  the  can. 

Note  Allow  plenty  of  time  between  coats  for 
drying  and  hardening. 
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
